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REVENUE, FINANCE, TRADE, AND THE 
MONEY MARKET. 

MR. GLADSTONE’S FINANCIAL AND FISCAL’ MEASURES. 
Tue Revenue Returns for the financial year ending on the 5th 
possess an unnsual degree of interest. They are to be regarded 
not only in their bearing upon the commereial and industrial con- 
dition of the country, but also as exhibiting points of great inte- 
rest in a financial and monetary view, and as affording one proof 
more to the many which our recent history exhibits in regard to 
the principles of taxation best adapted to a great commercial 
community. 

In the first place, viewed in their ordinary light as.mere ex- 
ponents of the state of the revenue and as tests of the material 
condition of the country, it is essential that we should bear in 
mind that they are the first returns which inclade the effects of a 
whole year of the, great fiscal reforms, so far as remissions are con- 
cerned, introduced by Mr:Gladstone in his Budget of last year. The 
amount of those remissions in Customs duties alone, all of which 
took immediate effect, was no less than 1,499,474/. The remis- 
sion under the head of Excise comprised in the soap duty 
amounted to the farther large sum ,of 1,171,0007; and, althongh 
this reduetion did not take place nominally until the Ist July, yet, 

practically, little or no duty was paid from the time the measure 

was announced, but the consumption of the country con- 
sisted chiefly of stocks in hand, upon which it was deter- 
mined that: no :drawback. should »be allowed. The effect 

of the reductions ‘in the. stamps and assessed taxes amount- 
ing together to 577,000/, may be considered to have been 
\) postponed to.a somewhat later, period, andto have affected the 
second half oniy of the financial year. Of the new taxes im- 
posed, the increase of the spirit duties, estimated at 590,000/, can 
alone be said to have influenced the revenue of the year. Of the 
increased property tax, estimated at 750,000/, but. a very small 
proportion can yet be said to have been collected, a considerable 
portion of the increase under that head being fairly attributable 
to a larger collection from the old sources. And so far as regards 
the succession tax, it may be considered practically as not yet 
having come iato operation. ‘The remissions and. additions,

therefore, contained in the Budget of last year, as they affect the 
accounts for the financial year, may be thus stated :—

Thns,.as affecting the net revenue of the year, we have a 
balance of taxes remitted over those im d, in favour of the 
consumer, of no less than 2,068,974/, And still, notwithstand- 
ing this remarkable fact, in place of any reduction of the net 
income of the year, to which such omissions might fairly have 
been expected to lead, we are agreeably surprised by tbese re- 
tarns exhibiting an actual net increase of revenue of 1,485,056/, 
and of which no less than 1,145,382 is derived from the ordinary 
branches of revenue. This fact, however gratifying when con- 
sidered as a general result, is even more so when we look to the 
individual items of which this increase is composed, for we find 
that even those branches of revenue with regard to which the 
largest remissions have been made, have contributed considerably 
to the satisfactory result adverted to, the increase being com-

With regard to the accounts for the quarter, though there is 
a net increase of 213,744/, yet both the Customs and Excise ex- 
hibit considerable reductions. Nor is this a matter for much sar- 
prise, when we reflect upon the numerous circumstances which 
have tended to derange the usual course of trade, and partially-— 
though, we believe, only temporarily, asthe recent official re- 
turns would indicate—to limit its operation during the last three 
months. It should also be borne in mind, that for some. weeks 
past there has been almost a suspension of the payment of the 
tea duties.in anticipation of the farther reduction which, as.pro- 
vided by the Act of last year, was to take effect from the 5th inst., 
but which of course will now be rapidly made up. Upon the 
whole, therefore, it is impossible to deny that these returns prove 
in an eminent the soundness and wisdom of the fiscal 
changes effected by Mr Gladstone last year, as well as the highly 
prosperous and satisfactory condition of the commerce and the 
labour of the country. And to those who continually affect to 
refer all recent evidence of solid improvement to the powerful 
tide of emigration which has been flowing for the last two years, 
we would remark that, in the face of such a diminution of popula- 
tion, the greatly increased consumption of taxab e commodities, 
which these returns indicate, is even still more sarprising, aod 
farnishes a still more striking proof of the success of the policy 
aod of the improved condition of the people. Nor is it aa unim- 
portant fact, that these results have taken place in spite of a bad 
harvest and of higher prices of bread thaa we have kaown for 
pee years, and of extensive strikes among the operative popa- 

on. 
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Having thus adverted to the main facts exhibited the 
first table in these returns, we would now briefly call atte to 
the second table, which at the present moment of scarcely less 
interest, asbearing upon the financialand monetary position of the 
country. Much has recently been said uponthe subject of the great 
red of the balances in the Exchequer, consequent upon the 
finance operations of last year. Now, no one will deny, and least 
of all has the Chancellor of the Exchequer attempted either to 
hide or mitigate the fact, that if it could have been foreseen what 
would have taken place in the subsequent part of the year, 
no man in his senses would have attempted the operations for 
the conversion of stock which Mr Gladstone did ; and it certainly 
did not require the hours of lengthy and dreary debate, which 
have wearied the House of Commons night after night, in order to 

rove that if a defective harvest throughout the whole of the West of 

urope and a war with Russia could have been foreseen, it would 
have been the height of imprudence in the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to have proposed, and in the House of Commons to 
have adopted, the measures of last year; and we may safely add, 
that if such anticipations then existed, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer would at least not have been the object of daily attack, 
by the commercial organs of the City and of the leaders of the 
Opposition in the House, for the extravagant terms which he 
offered to the fandholder. But two simple facts, patent to all the 
world, will set this whole matter at rest. First, with regard to 
the allegation that the Chancellor of the Exchequer showed a 
want of vigilance in not calculating upon a failing harvest, the 
best answer will be a quotation from the Gazette of last week of 
the average prices of grain compared with the corresponding week 
of last year, which was long subsequent to the introduction of 
Mr Gladstone’s measures :—

This comparison at least shows that if Mr Gladstone was not 
possessed of * second sight,” and did not foreseein the month of April 
what was to happen in July and August, at least the great corn 
speculators and merchants throughout the West of Europe were 
placed, unfortanately for themselves, under the same disad- 
vantage. 

Second, so far as the probability of a war was concerned, it 
may be that subsequent events have shown that our Ministers 
placed too much confidence in the word of nonour of the Czar of 
Russia and of his accredited agents. It may be that, like gene- 
rous and high-minded men, they were incapable of suspecting the 
foul treachery and deception which have since come to light. 
But if even these errors were committed, it will readily be con- 
ceded that they arose from qualities of mind which will be 
mach more applauded than condemned by the better portion of our 
countrymen. But be this as it may, we have still the startling 
and conclusive fact, as bearing upon the argument in hand, that 
even so late as the close of the session the Queen was justified, 
by the state of the negociations as they then existed, in express- 
ing a strong hope that the peace of Europe would be preserved, 
in which sentimeut the Emperor of the French and his Ministers 
were known entirely to concur. 

So far, then, as regards the two great causes which led, subse- 
quently to the introduction of Mr Gladstone’s measures, to the 
rapid increase in the value of money, and to a fall in the§price of 
public securities. But then, it is said, that as early as the month 
of January the money market began to exhibit symptoms of in- 
creased demard ; and that the Bank of England, as early as that 
period, took the first step to raise the rate of discounts. But it 
should be remembered that the rate as it stood prior to 
that date was so low as tio cent. Now this is quite true, 
but it will be both satisfactory and instructive that we 
should shortly remind our readers of the precise circumstances 
which led at that time to a somewhat rapid dimination of the 
extraordinary amount of bullion in the Bank, and which alone 
led to the wise and precautionary steps adopted by the Bank in 
the month of January; and then we shall discover not only how 
little it had to do with the bad harvest and the war, but of how 
temporary acharacter those circumstances proved to de. 

_It will be recollected that during the whole of 1852 great ex- 
citement prevailed in the Australian trade, and that speculations 
of every variety in connection with those cclovies inundated the 
Stock Exchange during the latter months of that year. Ship- 
ments of manufactures took place to so great an extent, that if the 
commercial records of the close of that year are referred to, it 
will be found that considerable uneasiness prevailed as to the 
result of so extraordiuary and sudden an increase of trade to 
one market. But the most extraerdinary feature in this remark- 
j| able new traffic was an unprecedented demand for coin. It was 
in vain that the whole force of the/Mint was put to work night 
and day, and that it tarned out gold and silver coin to an amount 
equal to 1,000,000/ per month. It was all insufficient to supply the 
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demand for Australia as long as gold bullion could be bought with 
gold coin at the rate of 50s to 608 the oz, leaving so enormous 
profit upon the importation of an article to whieh no risk 


Atthe same time the insurrection in China led to a great de., 


mand for silver for the East. But it was quite clear that in a com. 
paratively short time both of these sources of demand would cease; 
that the shipments of coin to Australia would soon be 

by returns in bullion at a large profit to the individual mer. 
chants and to the country at large; and that, so far as regarded 
the drain to the East, it was certain that a fall in the rate 
of the exchanges would before long put an end to that source 
of disquietude. These were the only two existing causes which 
at the time referred to affected the money market; but all saw 
that they were only of a temporary character, and that not only 
would their effect soon cease to be felt, but that the reaction of 
continued importations of gold in repayment for the shipments of 
coin would, in all probability, have soon restored the abundance 
in the money market. And subsequent events showed that such 
would have been the case had it not become apparent, as the 
season went on, that we should have a defective harvest, and at 
a later period that war had become more probable, which, taken 
together, completely baffled all the financial and monetary calca- 
lations of merchants as well as statesmen, and abroad as well ag 
at home. If Mr Gladstone’s hopes were defeated by uuforeseen 
events, he at least has the consolation, if such it be, that he has 
many companions jn his disappointment. 


With these remarks upon a subject so much mooted in Parlia- 
ment, we will now proceed to examine the actual position in 
which these transactions have placed the financial and monetary 
circumstances of the country, as exhibited. by the returns 
before us, and by others recently laid before Parliament. It is 
complained that at the close of the year the balances in the Ex- 
chequer were unduly reduced to a sum little more than one-half 
of that at which they have stood some years past, and that, asa 
consequence, an inconvenient amount of deficiency bills was required 
to be issued to make good the charges upon the quarter and the 
public dividends. It is no doubt a matter of fact, that 
on the 5th of January the balances in the Exchequer were 
only 4,485,230/, while for several years past, since the 
inauguration of Free Trade, they have at the same period ex- 
ceeded 8,000,000/. But itis also a fact that, prior to 1843, under 
the influence of Protection and the Sliding Scale, the balances in 
the Exchequer at the same period had not for many years even 
reached 4,000,000. Bat in the present case, as distinguished 
from former times, there is a most important difference which 
ought to go far to reconcile the country to the low state of the 
balances at this time. In the former years to} which} we 
have referred, when the balances were inconveniently low, that 
circumstance was caused by a continued deficiency of the income 
of the country as compared with its expenditure. For example, 
in the years 1840, 1841, and 1842, the income was less than the 
expenditure by the sums of 1,593,9712, 2,101,370/, and 3,979,539? 
in each year respectively. On the present occasion, however, 
our reduced halances are not caused by an excess of our expendi- 
ture over our income. So much is this the reverse, that in the 


very last year the surplus amounted to no less a sum than || 


3,255,505/. If, therefore, we find our balances diminished, the 
circumstance arises neither from a declining income nor from an 
extravagant expenditure, but from the fact that on the day 


before this balance was struck in the month of January, we || 


paid off a portion of the permanent debt of the country, amount- 


ing to no less a sum than 6,000,000/, and relieved ourselves for || 
ever from the obligation of paying the annual interest thereof. | 
But it is from this evident that if we had not paid off that debt, | 


but had left the burdens of the country just as they were, the 


balances in the Exchequer would have amounted to no less a sum || 


than 10,485,230/—a larger amount than at any former time in our 
day. The difference, therefore, between the low balances of 


former years and the present time may be best illustrated by the || 
state of two private individuals, the one of whom has |! 


reduced his bankers’ account to avery low ebb by habitually 


living above his income, and the other by the discharge || 


of a mortgage from his estate. In the former case, there 
is no hope of improvement ; in the latter, the same circumstances 
of income and expenditure which have led to a large excess of 
the former over the latter will rapidly retrieve quarter by quarter 
the diminished balance. 

Turning, then, more particularly to the details of the accounts 
before us, we find that a fcrther amount of permanent debt, 
equal in round numbers to 2,000,0002, was paid off on Wednesday 
last ; and if to this we add a sum of 1,712,900/, by which the 
amount of the floating debt has been reduced during the year, 
we arrive at the satisfactory fact that the public debt of England 
is 9,712,900/ less than it was a year ago, which must be regard 
at least as an important set-off against all the charges which have 
provoked the eloquence of Sir Fitzroy Kelly and Mr Disraeli. 

But there is one point more to which we must in fairness ad- 
vert, and especially as it is supposed to be intimately connecte 
with the state of the money ; 
it appears that after providing for the deficiency bills issued in 
January, for the April dividends, and other charges upon the 


d || 
market.. From the returns before Us || 
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Consolidated Fund on the 5th April, and for the supply services of 
the quarter, and paying off permanent debt to the amount of 
about 2,000,000/, there is an apparent sum to be supplied by 
deficiency bills, amounting to 5,852,048, and which it is supposed 
the Bank of Evugland will advance, and, therefore, some alarm has 
been expressed lest so large an advance to the Government will 
cripple its means of affording the usual accommodation to trade. 
But this circumstance is subject to so much modification which 
does not appear upon the face of the account, that it may be well 
that we should state the grounds upon which there need be little 
apprehension on this score. In the first place, the apparent amount 
of deficiency bills is very much larger than under any circum- 
stances the Bank can be called upon to advance. The apparent 
sum in the account is in the first place subject to a reduction by 
a sum of 813,876/, which it will be seen is provided for in the 
account as applicable to the Sinking Fund. In the next place, 
it must be borne in mind that in making up this account provision 
is made for all the dividends and for all other charges due up to 
that day, while as respects very large amounts both of dividends 
and other liabilities very many weeks elapse before they are 
actually paid. And in the third place, it must also be borne 
in mind that the advances upon these deficiency bills, unlike 
ordinary Exchequer bills, are only of a temporary nature, 
and are liquidated from day to day asa the growing produce 
of the revenue of the quarter is paid into the Bank. The 
best proof which we can give as to the extent to which these 
advances by the Bank appear greater than they really are 
and of their temporary character is to be found by a refer 
ence to the present returns and to those of January last. The 
latter accounts exhibit as the probable amount of deficiency 
bills to be issued a sum of 3,711,200/, whereas reference to the 
present returns shows that the actual amount issued was only 
2,899,3452. And, in order farther to show the very temporary 
character of this advance, it is only necessary to refer to the same 
returns, which show that the interest chargeable in respect of 
this large sum of money was only 2,817/—a sum equal only to 
twelve days’ interest on the fall amount of the deficiency bills, but 
as that amount is reduced from day to day, the time over which 
some portion of those advances extended would be longer. It is 
further important to observe, as bearing upon the influence which 
such advances by the Bank may have upon the money market, 
that they are made at a period when the dividends, amounting to 
more than 6,600,000/, and in the present instance when a farther 
amount of 2,000,000/ of public debt has been paid off, together 
amounting to a sum of 8,000,000/, is in one form or other seeking 
investment, or swelling the deposits at the command of the Bank. 
It will, therefore, be seen from all these considerations, first, that 
the reduction of our balances in the present instance bears no 
analogy whatever to similar occurrences in former years; and, 
secondly, that the effect of deficiency bills has been enormously 
exaggerated. 


THE ONE SUBJECT, 
WAR versus REFORM, 


Fon two and twenty years the public mind bas never been so 
completely taken up with a single topic of interest as now. The 
war absorbs all our faculties. No other snubject has any chance 
of being attended to, either in Parliament or in the country. This 
is showa by a thousand indications. On open nights there is 
almost as little doing in the House of Commons as ordinarily in 
the House of Lords. \The-useal-zeal on the part of independent 
members-for making motions and bringing in bills has suffered a 
notable and most desirable dimifution.~ The only questions 
asked of Ministers relate to the movements of troops and the 
receipt of foreign dispatches. ‘The only debates that are pro- 
longed past midnight are those concerning the Eastern Question. 

Out of doors the same pre-occupation prevails. The nation 
has concentrated all its interest upon the one subject. From the 
highest to the lowest class, all are absorbed in watching the 

reparations for the coming struggle. Few books save those re- 
ating to Russia and Turkey issue from the press or are asked 
for atlibraries. Few articles in newspapers or reviews but those 
on foreign policy can obtain a perusal. Topics, which at other 
times would excite the deepest consideration and the most vivid 
interest, are now thrown into the background or waived aside as 
importunate and inappropriate.- University-Reform—is-thonght 
of_only by eae Law~ Reform occupies: none “save 
Law Reformers.-4Matters which formerly concerned the nation 
now concern only a coterie. We feel in fact towards politicians 
who persist in forcing anything except the war upon our atten- 
tion much as we feel in a drawing-room towards a mal-adroit who 
persists in talking when we are all crowding round some favourite 
performer, or in strumming on the piano when we are all bent 
upon listening to some brilliant converser. We heed not the 
voice of the charmer, charm he never-se wisely. 

It is useless to contend against this mood of the public mind, 
and we do not know that it would be at all desirable. We have 
a serious work before us which will demand all our energies. 

European war—a crisis which we have not known for forty 
years—can not be treated az if it were one among many eccupa- 
tions. It is not an episodical engagement which we ean give 








orders about and then dismiss from our thoughts. It is ° 
tically the business of the year. If we ae to do a 
important matters, we shall do them ill. If we persist in dis- 
cussing other weighty topics, we shali be sure to discuss them in 
a perfunctory and inadequate manner. Any one, therefore, who 
at this crisis pertinaciously resolves to force his speciai law, pro- 
posal, or inquiry upon public or Parliamentary attention, is, we 
are convinced, doing it a serious injustice, and displaying a zeal 
which is not according to knowledge. 

It is because we feel this that we regret to hear that the idea 
of again bringing forward the Reform Bill after Easter is not yet 
totally and definitively abandoned. We should regard any at- 
tempt to discuss or pass such a measure at the present moment as 
singularly unhappy and inopportune. It as as sincere and earnest 
Reformers that we deprecate reform debates now. We have not 
been backward in pointing out the defects in our representative 
systém, nor in urging their investigation and their cure. When 
Lord John Russell proposed his measure, we expressed our cordial 
approval. One or two points apart, we think it an admirable 
measure. We are sincerely anxious for its success. But it is 
as its admirers and well-wishers that we desire its postponement 
to a time when it will have a better chance of a fair and full discus- 
sion and acertain triumph than could be the case at present. It is in 
the interest of its success that we appeal to its authors to give it all 
the advantages of a well-chosen moment forconsideration. That con- | 
sideration it cannot now obtain. If brought forward at present it is, | 
as is well known, nearly certain to be defeated. Those who desire no 
reform, those who object to this reform, and those who love re- 
form too well to like to see it injured by being forced upon an 
unwilling and inattentive public, will all unite in opposition. 
Ministers will be beaten ; and then will come a Ministerial crisis, 

a resignation, an interregnum, a possible attempt ata Derby 
Government,—perhaps even, as some fancy, a dissolution,—evils | 
and inconveniences at all times ; little short of catastrophes now. 
The Minister who should venture to encounter all these hazards at 
such a conjancture must be bold even to hardihood. 

The Honourable Member for Manchester may no doubt taunt | 
the Government with never having been in earnest in the cause of | 
reform, but his observations will have little weight when the 
terms in which he spoke of the Bill at the Manchester meeting 
are remembered; and, on this question, Lord John can well 
afford to disregard the insinuations and attacks of those who, 
however extreme their opinions, have given no proofs of zeal or 
service at all comparable to his own. Mr Disraeli will taunt him 
with having begun to build and being unable to finish, and will 
endeavour, with the malignant art of which he is so consummate 
a master, to magnify and widen every supposed difference of opinion 
among hisantagonists into an irreparable breach. But Mr Disraeli 
lives too completely in a house of glass for his missiles to be greatly 
feared; and Lord Jchnis not the man to be moved from a prudent 
course by the petty irritations of so vulnerable a foe. Nor 
shou:d any deference to fancied pledges weigh with him one 
moment. He is pledged to the cause of reform, not to this or 
that particular time for urging it; and he would betray instead 
of serving the cause—he would forfeit instead of redeeming his 
pledge—if he were to bring it forward at the precise instant when 
his foes are anxious for immediate strife, and his friends are all 
desirous of ref off the contest till a more convenient season.

Once more ;/This is no ordinary conjuncture. We are entering 
upon a war o ich we can neither indicate the cgurse, limit the 
field, nor predict the duration. We may weil feel confident as to 
the ultimate result : we can feel no confidence as to how late that 
result may come, nor how dearly it may be purchased. We are 
engaging in a struggle, for life and death-it may be, with the 
most colossal power and the most subtle diplomatist in Europe. 
We know only partially as yet who are our’atties and who are 
our enemies. We cannot yet tell whether, before the first cam- 
paign is over, we may fivd ourselves fighting side by side with 
Austria against Russia, or with Hungary and Lombardy against 
Austria. It is still quite undecided whether this is to be a war 
of Europe against Russia, or of Liberty against Despotism. All we 
knew for certain is this, that our great antagonist is a Sovereign of 
indomitable will, of consummate talent ; master of boundless ter- 
ritory and of countless populations—inaccessible in his deserts, 
and possibly inflexible in his pride; and that, to combat 
him with advantage and with credit, we shall need all our 
natidnal spirit, all our concentrated energies, all our unani- 
mous resolution. And we confess we cannot comprehend 
the reasoning or appreciate the patriotism of politicians who, at 
such a serious moment, pregnant with the destinies ofa distant 
future, can insist upon casting down before us what can only 
prove an apple of discord, a diversion of attention, and a waste of 
strength.

In the wildest part of Ireland, therefore, Connaught, ‘the in- 
crease has been the greatest, and the decrease has been great 
in vinces 
which is extensively cultivated, and now contains the chief 
thriving town and manufacturing population in Ireland, the increase 
is small, though something. In every province there has been a 
decrease of oats. In Leinster and Munster, there is a deerease of 
wheat; in Ulster the increase is 3,913 acres, and in Connaught 
1,848.acres. In Ulster, there is a decrease ia barley, bere, &c. ; in 
the other three provinces there is an increase. Potatoes have 
decreased in Leinster and Munster, and increased in Ulster and 
Connaught. In all the four provinces the cultivation of turnips 
has increased, which, therefore, has supplied the place of oats. 
Other green crops have decreased in Leinster, and inereased in 
the other provinces. In all, the cultivation of flax hasincreased. 
In Munster only has meadow and clover land increased ; in all the 
other provinces it has decreased. The Jarge increase of green 
crops, too, may be considered as a preparation for cereals in the 
present year. It does not follow, in fact, from fewer acres being 
cultivated with cereals, thata less quantity of corn is produced. If, 
as appears to have been the process—as fewer acres bave been ap- 
propriated to cereals—more cattle have been fed on the green 
crops and more manure made, the produce of the cereal crops may 
be greater, though the number of acres cropped be less. On the 
whole, though there is a diminution in the namberofacres culti- 
vated, there is not much to regret, the greatest diminution being 
in the least noble of the cereals. 

At the same time, we «must state on godd ‘authority ‘that 
in the present year a greater breadth of ‘land has been sown 
with cereals than ever before, and that this, combined with the 
improved system of cultivation which is extending, premises a 

increase to the harvest in the present:year. We may 
extend the remark to England. A greater: breadth of ‘land has 
here, too, been sown with cereals than ever ;\and;-asthe season 
“bas been remarkably favourable for preparing'the ground and 
sowing the seed, we may begin to look forward»with hope to 
an abundant harvest. 

From another return we must quote proofsithat the consumption 
of tea, wine, sugar, and of other things is inereasingin Ireland. It 
is perfectly clear that what is wanted there is not,firstymore people, 
but more wealth, and as wealth increases, the-namber of the 
people will be sure again to increase. Under this aspect, the fol- 
owing evidence of increasing of what may be called 
uxuries is extremely valuable. It shows that the late decrease 
ni the number of the people is en that we may hope ere 
ong for an increase ‘of a population in a 
better condition and in happier circumstances than those who 

shed from famine or who lately ieft the country. The follow-

We trust, however, to the operation of their self- 
interest, and we hope they will not suffer, for their welfare and 
that of the public at large are identical.

ln thetwo months the quantity of coffee imported has slightly 
declined, and the quantity of tobacco very considerably; but the 
quantity of sugar, tea, wine, spirits, &c., bas increased, leaving no 
reason, at present, for the least apprehension of any deficiency inthe 
articles which contribute either to the enjoyment or the enrich- 
ment of the people.

THE PROGRESS OF THE WAR. 
Berore our paper went to press last week, the two Houses of 
Parliament had unanimously agreed to the address moved in one 
Honse by the Earl of Clarendon, and in the other by Lord John 
Rassell, assuring her of their perfect confidence in Her Majesty’s 

to terminate the calamities of war; whenever that 
i can be accomplished consistently with the honour of Her 
Majesty’s Crown and the interests of her people, and expressing a 
firm de on to co-operate with her Majesty in a vigorous 
mire to the p projects of a Sovereign whose farther aggran- 
disement. would be dangerous to the.independence of Europe. 

All. ‘the usual forms have now been gone through, and the 
nation is:fally committed by all the authorities in which it trusts 
and-by the almost unanimous voice of the people to a contest, 
‘to curb the ambition and resist the attempted domination of Ras- 
sia over Enrope. It is deseribed as a war of civilisation against 
barbarism. Besides some interrogations and desultory remarks in | 
‘Parliament, the continual sending of troops to the ~— and the 
‘equipping of men-of-war, with other preparations on a gigantic: 
‘scale, nothing farther has been, or probably can be done at home 
to hasten the beginning or the termination of the conflict. To 
‘promote enlistment in the army, the War-office has issued a 
circular to the: colonels of militia regiments to assist in that 
object. Our fleet under Sir Charles Napier has entered the. 
Baltic, and has gone upwards towards St Petersburg. The 
army under the command-in-chief of Marshal St. Arnaud has 
sailed in part from Toulon, and the whole, as well as the whole 
of our own troops under the command of Lord Raglan, will soon 
assemble in the East. 

The affairs of Turkey, however, are in the meantime becoming 
less favourable and more complicated. We mentioned last 
week that the Russians had crossed the Danube, which took place 
below the principal position of the Turkish army. ‘This operation 
appears to have been eminently successful ; and Hirsova, Match- 





kin, and Isaktscha, with the whole Dobrutscha, a district towards 
the mouth of the Danube and between it and the Black Sea, has 
fallen into their hands. It is supposed that they owe part of 
their suceess to treachery on the side of some of the Turks. If 
there has been any very determined fighting, the authentic par- 
ticulars have not yet reached us. 

It having been ascertained that the insurrection of the Greeks 
in Thessaly has been promoted by the Government at Athens, 
the Greek Ambassador has been ordered away from Constanti- 
neple, and Greece and Turkey seem likely to be at war. A 
change, too, has been made in the authorities at Constantinople. 
The Sheik al Islam, or the High Priest of Mahometanism, has 
been displaced; atthe same time all the mosques and the ap 
perty connected with them in the empire is declared to be 
the State. This may possibly weaken a bY provoking 
content amongst the most fanatical part of th @ population. 

The Government of France has submitted to the 
a project of law, augmenting from 80,000 to 140,000 the con- 
tingent of recruits to be called out this year.

WE copy from the report of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce

FARM WORK, CROPS, AND PRICES. 


N Rn week of fine and dry weather has been added to the 
einen succession of similar weather which bas prevailed 
ever since the beginning of February. The wheat crops under 
its influence have greatly improved, and the tillering of the plants 
is going far towards filling up the gaps in the drills but too gene- 
rally made by the slug. Rain, however, would now be very 
acceptable for the lent corn, and still more so for the meadows 
and grasses generally. The West of England reports state that in 
Devonshire and Cornwall “ the quantity of autamn wheat sown 
exceeds that of any previous season known by the oldest inhabi- 
tant,” and that all the wheats, except in s few places on wet un- 
drained clay, “look very even and healthy.” 

The lambing season, too, in those districts, is said to have been, 
on the whole, favourable. Such is also the case in Cumberland, 
where the ewes have lambed early, and the lambs are abundant 
and healthy. In other localities, however, especially in the mid- 
land counties, the mortality has been very serious. Some new forms 
of disease amongst lambs which have oocurred in Leicestershire are 
under investigation by Professor Simonds at the veterinary colleges, 
the results of which will be reported to the Royal Agricultural 


Society. 

The Cambridgeshire reporter to the Mark Lane Express says, 
that during forty years’ experience he never recollects “a more 
favourable season for the general operations of the farm’’ than the 
present. The strong lands have been pulverised in a way nothing 
could have effected during the last two years. Here the account of 
the wheat crop is various. “In some cases it ‘has gone on well 
within the last few weeks, but in many others it is still weak, thin, 
and sickly.” The lambing season, too, “ with some few exceptions, 
has been a very favourable one, with a full fall of lambs.” 

In Berkshire, the reporter states that considerable advance has been 
made in clearing the land. “The wheat has made little advance as 
yet, and on some of the lighter soils it has rather lost plant, but on 
strong dry land it looks promising. This dry season is favourable 
for acrop.” Tares and clovers are by no means 

The Surrey reporter says the lambs in his district are numerous 
and healthy. Considering the long absence of rain the meadows are 
mains verdant, and the autumn-sown wheat is said to be fine and

SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS. 


(From Messrs Witherby and Hanson’s Circular.) 
London, April 7, 1854. 

Currants.—The shipments of low fruit to the Continent continue : 
cargo after cargo is gradually disappearing from the docks, and as no 
arrivals of any consequence can possibly occur, it is likely that from 
this date there will be a gradual diminution of our stock. Since 
our last there has been more disposition on the part of holders to 
clear off their low stock by sales and shipments. There has also 
been more inquiry from the trade for fair 1853 fruit, but at prices 
which importers are reluctant to accept, such being of more keeping 
quality. In 1851 fruit little has been done, but the full price of 93s 
was lately paid by the trade for some fine Zante, and holders are un- 
willing to part with such. 

Ratsixs—About 50 tons of Valentias have arrived direct since 
our last, and a few parcels coastwise. The clearances for consumption 
in March were 310 tons, against 703 tons in March 1853, and 390 
tonsin March 1852. Those in bond were 540 tons, of which 290 for 
the Continent, 130 for the colonies, and 120 coastwise. The market 
has been characterised by a continuance of dulness, inactivity, and 
lack of demand.

For some time past the demand for English manufactures of all de- 
criptions has scarcely been fu'ly equal to the supp'y. The Preston 
manufacturers, instead of having been injured by the turn-outs, have 
actually been benefited by them, as we maintained on a previous 
occasion, for it kept them free from stocks at a time when they could 
not have disposed of them to advantage. It has besides prevented the 
extension of the productive power of the country to which some of the 
richer manufacturers would have been led, had not the labour question 
and the annoyance of disagreement with their hands prevented it. A 
production which would have found ready buyers in time of peace and 
commercial progress, is too large in times of war and difficulty. The 
so-called “wants of the world” will be woefully reduced from this 
time forward, and caution dictates that the production of textile fabrics 
be forthwith diminished accordingly.

During the last fortnight, purchasers have continued their opera- 
tions with spirit, and, as the stock on sale was greatly reduced, a 
gradual advance was established, prices being now 3c higher than by 
my last circular.

Paris, April 6, 1854. 

The financial and commercial situation of our market is very un- 
favourable. You have learned the tailure of the banking house, Leroy, 
Chabro!, and Co., and fears are entertained that several other im- 

firms will soon be obliged to suspend payment. The liabi- 
ities of MM. Leroy, Chabrol, and Co., are estimated at 1,640,000, 
and their assets at 1,304,000/. But they have not more left than 320,000/ 
which can easily be realised. They possessed three-fourths of the 
shares in the St Rambert and Grenoble Railway; 4/ have been paid 
upon these shares, and they were offered on sale at 3i discount a 
week ago. Their assets comprised also a great number of obliga- 
tions foncierer and other securities, which fiud no purchasers in the 
market. This fai'ure has produced a sort of panic in our depart- 
ments, as the firm discounted a vast quantity of provincial bills. It 
must increase the present monetary crisis at the Bourse, and it 
increased the downward oe of the securities, as forced sales 
had to be made of the rentes shares which had been purchased 
for tha tfirm. Some of our bankers have habits which must 
lead to their ruin, as it caused in 1848 the failure of the firms 
Gouin and Gannerer. They accept large sums in current account, 
giving an interest of 4 per cent. to the lenders, and being obliged to 
reimburse the loans as soon as an application is made for them, they 
invest that money when the securities are at high prices, and as soon 
asa crisis is at hand, and the prices of the securities are, declining, 
there is a run upon them, and they cannot realise their capital. 

The Government has obtained a triumph in the Legislative Body 
against M. de Montalembert; but it is a sad triumph.

In Cork the tide.of emigra- 
tion has become so. formidable that the ordinary vessels are quite insufficient, 
and the local steam-ship company has placed two additional steamers on the 
station between Cork and Liverpool. 

THE WEATHER.—The weather for the past four or five weeks has been most 
favourable for farmivg operations, which are reported to be three weeks in 
advance of other years. The Limerick Chronicle states that fields of grase 
corn near that city are “five inches over ground and looking well.”

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 

The declaration of war against Russia has exercised little influence 

on the state of trade in Paris. The difficulty of discounting bills ap- 

ts to be the principal obstacle to the resumption of business. 
Merchants who can pay in cash are certain of obtaining goods on 
most advantageous terms. During the last fortnight ual important 
transactions for ready money took place, which, although little bene- 
ficial. to the manufacturers, enabled them nevertheless to exhaust 
their stock, and afforded them means of purchasing raw materials at 
a reduced rate, and giving employment to their workmen. The fine 
weather has favoured the sale of spring articles of dress, but trade 

erally continues in the same state of stagnation. The orders from 
oudens which usually arrive in the begiening of the season, have 
not yet been received. The fall in the price of grain has ceased, and 
there was during the week an advancein most of the provincial markets. 
The rise, however, is not considered likely to go much higher, but it 
will have had the effect of facilitating the sale of a portion of the 
stock held by speculators, and averting the crisis which menaced the 
markets of fen Marseilles, and Paris. At Havre American flour 
recovered to 43f aud 44f per barrel. In Paris the advance was 3f per 
sack. At Marseilles the continued rise in Italy imparted, during the 
first days of the week, a certain activity to transactions, and produced 
an augmentation in the prices, but by degrees the market calmed 
down, and, after some fluctuations, it closed ata slight decline. The 
high price of cattle still maintains itself. Graziers appear little dis- 

to abate their pretensions, and not to dread the importation of 

oreign cattle. There was no variation in the wine market at Bercy. 
Prices, however, are looking down. In the wine districts the pro- 
prietors who are not obliged to realise still refuse to sell. The wines 
of 1851 fetch large prices at Bordeaux. The St Emilion is ver 
searee and dear, the price varying from 950f to 1,050f per hogshe 
Medoc lately sold as high as 3,000f and 3,800f. Brandies have fallen 
in Bordeaux to 162f, and even 160f.

Prices were still enormously 
igh, and speculative purchases in consequence impracticable; at the 
same time supplies of breadstuffs were rather contracted than other- 
wise, and no immediate reduction of value was anticipated. Rum 
ruled at the previous — prices both for export and home consump- 
tion. The sugar market was somewhat more buoyant, still the 
majority of purchases were restricted to the ordinary transactions of 

dealers. Coffee was dearer and becoming scarce. 
In Demerara the weather was all the planter could wish. The 
canes cover the ground luxuriantly, and heavy night dews stimulate 
vegetation without interfering with manufacture. The probability is 


that the crop of this year will do a great deal more than make amends’ 


for any deficiency by drought in 1853. Public attention had been par- 
ticularly direeted to the industrial resources of the colony.

CUMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS, 

The following important order, in reference to Russian vessels, 
was issued yesterday :—Russian merehant vessels which, at the time 
of the publication of this order, shall be in any ports or places in Her 
Majesty’s Indian territories, under the government of the East India 
Company, or within any of Her Majesty’s foreign or colonial pos- 
sessions, shall be allowed thirty days from the time of the publica- 
tion of this order in such Indian territories, or foreign or colonial 
possessions, for loading their cargoes and departing from such ports 
or places; and that such Russian merchant vessels, if met at sea by 
any of Her Mejesty’s ships, shall be permitted to continue their 
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voyage if, on examination of their papers, it shall eppear that their 
cargoes were taken on board before the expiration of the above 
term. Provided that nothing herein contained shall extend, or be 
taken to extend, to Russian vessels having on board any officer in 
the military or naval service of the enemy, or any article prohibited 
or contraband of war, or any dispatch of or to the Russian Govern- 
ment. Aod it is hereby further ordered by Her Majesty, by and 
with the advice of Her Privy Council as aforesaid, that any Russian 
merchant vessel which, prior to the twenty-ninth day of March now 
last past, shall have sailed from any foreign port, bound for any port 


colonial possessions, shall be permitted to enter such port or place, 
and to discharge her cargo, and afterwards forthwith to depart with- 
out molestation ; and that any such vessel, if met at sea by any of 
Her Majesty’s ships, shall be permitted to continue her voyage to 
any port not blockaded.” 

The Lords Commissioners of the Treasury have again had under 
their consideration the proclamation prohibiting the exportation of 
arms and other warlike stores, in consequence of numerous applica- 
tions from traders to be permitted to foliow their business when the 
articles are not intended for warlike purposes. Their lordships have 
issued a minute, stating that while they are desirous of using every 
means in their power to prevent the improper export of such articles, 
they are, nevertheless, anxious to interfere as littie as possible with 
the trade of the regular merchants, and they have, therefore, with 
the view of accomplishing both objects, given directions to the Com- 
missioners of Cuetoms, in order that they may be enabled with more 
safety to permit the export of ship-building materials and other pro- 
hibited articles, to take bonds from the shippers, which shall speci!y :— 
1. The description of the article shipped. 2. The port of destination. 
3. The vames of the persons for whom the goods are intended. 4. 
The purpose to which they are to be applied. 5. If for ship-build- 
ing, the name of the builder, and the name of the person for whom 
the ship is building, and the service for which it was intended; and 
which bond sha)jl only be discharged by the production of the certifi- 
cate of the British consul at the port of destination that the said 
goods have been so landed, and that all the terms of the bond have 
been, so far as he can judge, complied with, In transmitting these 
directions from the Treasury to the principal officers of the Customs 
et the several ports throughout the kingdom, the commissioners have 
caused two forms of bond to be prepared, viz.: 1. For the exporta- 
tion of arms, &c., to a foreign country. 2. For exportation to the 
British colonies; and they have directed their officers to forward to 
them copies of all such bonds so soon as they shall have been exe- 
cuted, in order that they may be sent to the consuls, or other proper 
authorities, at the port of destination, for their information and guid- 
ance, and to enable them to co operate in carrying out the intentions 
of Her Majesty's Government. ‘The board also rely on the vigilance 
and discretion of the officers of the Customs department, in giving 
effect on the one hand to the object of the proclamation, without on 
the other hand impeding the legitimate course of trade; and in all 
cases of doubt or difficulty they are immediately to apply to them 
for instructions. The commissioners have, at the same time, directed 
the principal officers at the several ports to enjoin their officers to 
keep their attention upor goods brought for shipment ; and in cases 
of reasonable suspicion that the packages coutaia prohibited articles, 
to report the circumstances, in order that, should it be deemed expe- 
dient, the packages may be examined under the provisions of the 119:h 
section of the Act 16 and 17 Victoria, cap. 107.

Tuese two Reviews keep steadily each in its assigned course, The 
former has articles on ‘“‘ Auguste Comite, the French Sciologist—hbis Re- 
ligion and Philosophy ;” on ** George Herbert,” a poet of the early we 
of the 17th century, and contemporary religious poets; on ‘* The 
Philosophy of the Senses;” on “ Religious Worship and Religious 
Ministries ;” on‘the “ Lifeand Writings ot Turgot;” on the *‘ Christians 
under the Sultan,” in which the Review, deeply attached to 
Christianity, shows that the Christians treat each other worse than 
they are treated by the Mussulmen; on Mr Newman’s “Phases of 
Faith;” and on the “ Balance of Power and Russian Aggression.” 
These are all solid, earnest articles on important subjects of philo- 
sophy, religion, poetry, and politics. M. Comte receives more prai 
than he deserves we think, though the Reviewer severely condemns 
his assumptions, and his aoageiee andj religious ideas. The ar- 
ticle which pieases us most is the oneon ‘Turgot. All the articles are 
written with great care and erudition. Piain common sense, but 
always under the influence of religion, is the staple of the Review. It 
is not marked by flashes of genius, and is guided by a philosophy 
which rather prides itself on being contented with received opinions 
than on searching out hidden or new truth. The political article on 
Russia is well-timed, and moves with the popular stream. 


The “ Westminster ” has articles on the ‘* Results of the Census,” 
which actually says much less of them, though rightly understood they 
are amongst the mo;t cheering and important statements ever laid 
before the public, than gives a fancy sketch of the condition of 
England in past times before censuses were taken; on ** Manners 
and Fashion,” the chief purpose of which is to show how much our 
great ee for enjoyment hinder pleasure,and turn society 
into dull formalism; on “ Archbishop Whately’s Treatise on 
Christianity,” prefixed to the ‘* Encyclopsdia Britannica,” 8th edition, 
in which the Archbishop and his dissertation are seriously assailed; 
on “Criminal Legislation and Penal Discipline,” chiefly intended to 
show that great crime is the result of defective individual organiss- 
tion, and that our wholesale criminal systems are not adapted to the 
diversities of individual character; on “ Lord, Campbell as a Writer 
of History,” in which the melancholy spectacle is exhibited, accord- 
ing to the writer,—and he states facts to justify his conclusions;— 
of a Chief Justice falsifying facts to write down great men and gratify 
the public metas for detraction; on “ Schamyl, the Prophet-War- 
rior of the Caucasus,” an interesting history of a most interesting 
subject; on “ Thomas De Quincey and his Works,” a pleasant notice 
of an extraordinary man; and on “ The Balance of Power im 
Europe.” The Review is severe and caustic—with good reason 
however—as well as serious and liberal. It is lighter, gayer, 
freer than its competitor. The number, taking it altogether, is the 
most equal and most readable throughout of the new series. We 
have not space for extracts from any of the important essays 
contained in the two Reviews.

It is a good sign of the soundness of our trade at present, that: 
all the commercial bills which fe due on the 4th were well met. 

The reduced daty on tea came intooperation yesterday, aud the 
quantity on which duty has been paid is : -of 
3,000,000 Ibs, being a greater quantity than the duty was paid 
on at this time last year; when a large quantity had been kept 
back, as now, waiting for the reduction. But for the holding 
back, the duty on tea forthe quarter would have been much in- 
creased. At Li , alone, where great. facilities were given 
to importers, the amount of duty paid yesterday was 45,0002. — 

“‘ The experiment of delivering free goods under the supervision 
of tide officers,” we are informed by the Liverpool Mercury, ‘has 
been found to answer the most sangaine e of the autho-) 
rities here and in London, and accordingly yesterday (Thursday) 
the whole of the docks were given into the charge of ten inspectors 
of patrol, who will henceforth act as landing waiters. Four tide 
surveyors will superintend this staf. Merchants will now have 
the privilege of working their ships from six a.m. to six p.m. 
in the summer months, and from eight a.m. to five p.m. during 
the winter months, free of any charge for the attendance of the 


customs officers. Although none but goods free of duty are 


allowed to be janded in these hours, yet vessels with mixed 


cargoes can land such portions as are free, reserving such others 
as are‘liable to duty until the usual customs hours. That there 
may be as little trouble as possible, the old system of having a 
separate book for each ship has been altered, and each of the ten 
officers has but one book for his whole station, wherein all the 
different ships’ cargoes are entered.” 

According to the statement submitted on Wednesday by M. 
Schayé, the attorney of Messrs Leroy and Chabrol, to the Tribu- 
nal of Commerce, by which they have been declared bankrupts, 
their assets amount to 89,684,474f 36c, and their liabilities to 
36,352,301f 93c, so that the assets exceed the liabilities by 
3,832,172 48c. 


The latest account of the New York market says :— 


Businers continues excessively dull for the season, but as river navigation has 
been resumed, ivoreased activity will probably ere long be manifested. The 
slight pressure in the money market, before noticed, stili continues, and con- 
tributes not a little to the curtailment of business operations. The banks are 
discounting as freely as is compatible with their safety, yet they are unable to 
supply the legitimate demands of the mercantile community, and consequently 
large amouvts of paper find their way to the discount houser. The rates for 
strictly prime endorsed commercial paper are at 10 and 12 per cent., and on 
call at 7 per cent. The banks are stifl contracting, and the last showing, 
published yesterday, is decidedly more favourable than that of the previous 
week. The loans and dixcounts have been curtailed 861,000 dols, and the 
epecie increased 186,000 dole. There is aleo an improvement in the individual 
deposits of 872.000 dole, and a emall increase in the circulation. The loans are 
still 11,000,000 dols. over the aversge of Nov. 12th, though 4,480,000 dols below 
thatof August 6th. The following is the comparative recapitulation, and also

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENING 

The wheat market has been dull siuce Monday, and to-day 
the price of wheat was from 2s to 3s lower than on Monday. 
There was acorresponding reduction in the priceof flour. Oats 
and barley remain as they were. At Liverpool and other places 
the markets have again drooped. The arrivals of foreign wheat 
and flour in the week were 20,710 qrs of the former, and 160 
sacks and 15,300 bris of the latter"; the fall is attributed less, 
therefore, to the immediate arrivals than to the large purchases 


e millers 
in stock. 

In the course of the week 12 cargoes of wheat have arrived 
off coast, 4 of maize, and 3 of barley. Of the wheat, 3 were 
sold while on passage, 2 since, and the rest remain for sale. 

From Paris to-day the markets come rather firmer. 

The circularf from Hamburg, Amsterdam,;and Steitin to the 
Ist, all speak of the animating effects of the rise in the English 
markets, and of great business with rising prices as the conse- 
quence. They speak, however, of fine weather, and if prices 
are high like our prices there are hopes of their being lower. 

The sugar trade has been dull, and the price of sugaris 6d 
lower. Refined sugar has followed the same rule as unrefined, 
and is dull at somewhat lower rates. 

Coffee continues depressed and dull, but in some common de- 
scriptions a trifling improvement has taken place. All the Mincing 
lane markets (except tea), even that for saltpetre, close dull, and 
share the general want of animation. 

In tea more purchases have been made at prices triflingly im- 
—_ In consequence of the approach of the time for the re- 

uction of the tea duty—the 5th inst.—the duty paid has latterly 
been comparatively small, and in the week ending the 30th ult. 
was only 106,692 Ibs, against 288,558 Ibs in the similar period 
last year, though then only a reduced quantity from a similar 
cause was taken into consumption, The clearances yesterday 
and to-day were very large. 

Of the silk market Mr Henry W. Eaton reports :—“ As might 
be expected, the silk market during the last month has formed no 
exception to the general suspension of trade, consumers being 
naturally unwilling to buy beyond their immediate wants; it is, 
therefore, the more gratifying to be able to report the largest 
monthly delivery of silk ever known, the excess, which consists 
of Chinas, being 939 bales over that of March 1853, then consi- 
dered the largest on record. The last accounts from China of the 
lst February, estimate the total shipments to date at 42,000 

22,000 to the same period of last season, leaving a stock 
1,400 bales at Shanghai. Of these shipments about 28,000 
bales have already arrived, but notwithstanding these unprece- 
dented imports, the present stock of sold and unsold Tsatlee and 
Taysaam in the warehouses shows a deficiency of 325 bales as 
compared with ist April, 1853, with an increased delivery of 
those descriptions, during the previous month, of 468 bales. As 
regards the total probable exports of silk from China, opinions 
seem to differ, but there is little doubt that the supply this year 
at least will be amply sufficient to keep third and fourth qualities

The monthly report for March from the Lyons silk condition- 
ing house give, 2,575 bales, weighing 573,144 lbs, against 2,252 
bales, weighing 373,479 lbs, in the preceding month, and against 
3,169 bales, weighing 573,144 lbs conditioned in March, 1853. 
The slackness of consumption still continues. 

The Liverpool cotton market has continued inactive during the

Although prices are 
unchanged, still it is difficult to find sellers at last week’s quota- 
tions, and in ee eee an advance of 1-16d to 4d per Ib has 
been obtained. © accounts received from America report an 
active market at New York, and prices 4c to jc per Ib higher, 
whereas at New Orleans the price of middling cotton has receded 
to 9c and 9jc perlb.

There was a short supply of English wheat at Mark lane.on.Monday 
last, which met a good sale at 88 per qr over the currency of that day 
se’nnight, being an advance of about 2s per qron the prices of Friday. A large 
attendance of country buyers took off a considerable quantity of foreign 
wheat at a similar.improvement in valve to home-grown. The imports were 
tolerably good, consisting of 5,500 qre from Berdianski, 1,060 qrs from 
Cavalla, 616 qrs from Dunkirk, 799 qrs from Hamburg, 1,090 qrs from 
Havre, 600 grs from Lisbon, 923 qrs from Malta, 5,480 grs from 
Marseilles, 939 qre from New York, 8770 qrs from Odeess, 1,581 
qrs from Philadelphie, 600 qrs from Sautons, 4,809 gre from Stral-und, 
aod 615 gre from Wismar, with a few small cargoes from other mivor 
porte, making a total of 26,443 qrs. The arrivals of flour coastwise were 
2,508 sacks, by the Eastern Counties Railway 3,681 sacke, by the Great 
Northern 1,200 sacks, from foreign ports 2,610 sacks and 21,266 barrel; : 
country marks were 4s per sack higher; town-made, households, and No. 2’s 
advanced 2s per sack; and American about 3s per bri. Barley was in better 
request, and commanded 1s to 2s per qr more money. There was a brick 
sale of oats at an improvement in the value of most sorts of fully 28 per qr: 
the arrivals from our own coast were 2,840 qrs, from Scotland 1,409 qre, from 
Ireland 19,185 qre, and from foreign ports 8,834 qre, making a total of 
32,268 qrs. 

The Gant at Liverpool on Tuesday were liberal, and, with a fair attend- 
ance of town and country buyers, a moderate amount of business was transacted 
at 6d per 70 ibs advance on wheat, and 28 to 2s 6d per barrel on flour; all 
other articles of the trade commanding higher prices. 

There were moderate imports at Hull, and a very short delivery of wheat 
from the farmers, who obtained 8s to 10+ per qr advance, and foreign realised a 
like enhancement: average, 748 7d on 164 qrs. 

The arrivals of wheat at Leeds were trifling, and, the millers being quite 
low in stock, they had to pay 7s to 8s per qr more money: average, 71s 9d 
on 749 qre. 

There was a very short delivery of wheat at Ipswich, and it was quickly 
cleared off, and must te quoted 4s to 6s per qr dearer: average, 758 38d on 
8368 qre.

The fresh arrivals of English grain at Mark lane on Wednesduy were 
short; those of foreign were pretty good, with a fair addition of flour. Full
